During  the  late  fall  ef:,°i  layindT  of  grasshoppers  in  Indiana  and  Illinois 
was  so  extensive  that  those  States  anticipate  noro  severe  injury  than  they 
have  had  in  recent  years.     The  sa:ne  condition  prevails  in  eastern  lov/a. 

Chinch  "bu^-s  are  generally  a'^MJiniant  from  Indiana  westw.rd  to  Kansas  and 
Kejraska,     The  n-an'':^er  of  "burs  ontering  hi"bernation  indicates  a  lar^ye  popu- 
lation next  rprin.i^. 

The  corn  ear  worn  developed  so  rapidly  during  the  late  fall  that  in 
Octoc:r  considora'ile  dana.Te  v/as  done  fron  the  Midi'le  Atlantic  States  west- 
ward to  the  Missi3si];pi  Hivcr.    Appreciahle  crop  losses  were  also  recorded 
fror-  OMahona  an.d  Utah. 

In  the  East  Central  States  heavy  populations  of  the  codling"  noth  are 
.  reported,  nakinif;  possi'blo  a  heavy  carry-over  of  this  insect  next  springe. 
This  insect  was  nore  prevalent  on  pears  in  Laice  County,  Calif.  ,  than  ever 
"beforo  recorded. 

Elorida  red  scale  infestations  are  heavier  in  Florida  than  at  an;;-  tine 
since  193I+. 

Late  flights  of  the  cotton  leaf  v;orn  wore  rejorted  from  the  East  Central 
States  northeastward  to  Maine  and  into  Ontario,  Canada. 

A  recent  survey  indicates  that  the  smaller  European  elir  Dark  "beetle 
is  now  well  cstahlishod  in  an  area  approxiiTiately  100  miles  in  diameter  in 
V/est  Vir.^inia  and  eastern  Ohio. 

The  hemlock  spanworm  is  rapidly  increasinj^  in  Mcunt  Desert  Island, 
Maine,  where  it  is  attackin.T  fir  and  spruce. 

The  eastern  spruce  "beetle  has  dep.troyed  the  spruce  over  rsi  area  of 
hetweon  SOO  and  9OO  acres  in  the  G-reen  Mountain  National  Eorest,   in  Vermont. 

The  snail  "ba-gworn,  Pf^^che  ni/^^ito.  B.  &  McD. ,  has  "been  found  infesting 
the  recent  plantin.^rs  of  t-ai-:i;-oil  trees  in  Florida. 

Reports  of  sporadic  ocoxirrence  of  screw^fform  infestations  were  rcceived 
durin^  Octo'^:er.

THE  MOrCE  IIvfPORTANT  I!EilTU?:ES  IN  C^dlACA 
IN  S^TEIBER  AI-iD  OCTOBER  I936 

■>7ith  the  advent  of  aut'unn,  the  adult  f^rasshopper  populations  in  the 
V/estern  Provinces  declined  rapidly  and  the  out')reak  terninated  for  this 
seo.son.     Eg-^  surveys  cf  the  infested  regions  have  proceeded,  and  indicatjor.s 
point  to  continued  severe  outhreai:s  in  jaany  areas  in  1937*     In  southwestern 
Manitoha,  v.-here,  this  year,  the  infestation  of  the  lesser  nigratory  grass- 
hopper was  norc  severe  thaii  v/as  e:cpected  and  v/here  consideralole  danage  was 
done,   the  1937  eutl^rerk  threatens  to  ce  noro  severe  than  any  during  the  last 
5  years.    A  fev^  snail,  lighter  outoroaks  will  likely  occur  in  central  and 
eastern  Manitoba.     In  Saskatchev/a:i  grasshoppers  natcrially  reduced  the 
yields  of  feed  grains  and  fodder  throughout  the  infested  region,  and  0,  very 
reneral  and  often  considerahle  incroo.se  in  the  nxinhers  of  adult  insects  Y/as 
noted  as  conpared  v,'ith  the  aut^jnn  of  1935*     Eurthcracre,  a  marked  spread  into 
nev/  localities  v.'as  found  to  have  occurred,  rith  an  increase  of  intensity  in 
the  drought-affected  northwest.     The  outlook  for  1937 1   i^i  Saskatchewan,  is 
considered  rather  unfavorahle,  as  the  outhreak  will  proha'bly  he  considera'oly 
nore  severe  generally  in  the  prairie  nreas,  and  vdll  extend  farther  into 
the  n-^rthwest  section.     It  appears  that  the  roadside  grasshopper  will  pre- 
doainate  in  nearly  all  the  nore  inp-ortant  outbreaks  in  this  province  in  1937- 
In  Alberts,  grasshoppers  caused  danage  to  late  grains  and  forage  crops.  Dry 
weather  during  the  year  v7as  fa^'orahlo  to  increase  in  nany  sections,  and 
threatening  ouforoaks  of  the  roadside  and  lesser  migratory  species  are  anti- 
cipated in  1937  in      nimher  of  areas,  together  with  a  northward  extension  of 
the  affected  region.     In  the  Dry  Belt  area  of  British  ColunDia,  v/here  grass- 
hoppers increased  enormously  during  I936,  the  otifbreak  prospects  for  1937 
indicate  the  need  of  a  widespread  control  campaign  to  avert  heavy  losses. 

An  increased  outbreak  of  the  pale  western  cutworm  is  expected  in  1937 
in  Saskatchn\van  and  Alberta,  where  this  spjccies  cnused  extensive  losses  to 
crops  during  the  past  season.     The  moth  flight  was  about  over  by  n id- Sep tomb- 

"'ireworns  caused  serious  and  widespread  damage  to  the  potato  crop  over 
a  wide  area  in  Saskatchewan.     Onions  and  gladirli  also  suffered  attack.  It 
is  evident  that  conditions,  at  least  in  central  and  western  parts  of  the 
Province,  have  been  C(  nducive  to  severe  attack  on  various  vegetable  and 
flov.'er  go.rdon  plants  by  these  insects. 

Throughout  much  of  the  prairie  area  of  Saskatchewan  losses  to  v/heat  from 
attacks  of  the  wheat  stem  so.wfly  were  severe  in  fields  where  harvesting  was 
delayed.    Heavy  losses  occurred  locally  in  Al'-erta. 
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Say's  stink  'Dug  has  130631  recorded  from  a  nuri^'er  of  points  in  All^erta 
and  Saskatchewan,  but  has  not  yet  caused  econonic  clanage. 

Potato  flea  "beetles  v;ere  reported  to  "be  a'oundant  in  parts  of  llova 
Scotia,  (^ue'^oc,  and  Ontario,  "/here  they  caused  local  injury.    Potato  aphids 
were  scarce  in  eastern  Ontario.    Li^^ht-to-severe  damage  "by  the  potato  psyilid 
(Faratrioza  cockerelli  Sulc. )  occ-arred  in  limited  areas  in  Alberta  and 
li^ht  infestations  were  found  in  several  localities  in  Saskatchewan. 

As  usual,  the  imported  ca'o'ocu^Q  worm  effected  material  damage  to  cruci- 
ferous cro^js  during  the  summer  and  aut'^omn,   thrcu£;;hout  the  Dominion. 

The  European  corn  "borer  was  more  prevalent  in  Ontario  and  Quebec  than 
for  a  niamber  of  years.     In  Essex  Go'onty,   in  south'.vestern  Ontario,  crop  damage 
vfas  reported  greater  than  in  any  year  since  I927.     The  infestation  in  east- 
ern Ontario  v;as  also  hi;~her  than  it  had  boon  in  the  past. 

The  southern  co^^rpea  weevil  v/as  fo-ond  at  Trail,  British  Columbia,  in  a 
small  shipment  of  cov.rpeas  from  Texas. 

The  gladiolus  thrips  has  been  found  in  a  number  of  new  localities  in 
British  Columbia,  and  appears  to  be  spreading  over  the  province. 

V'eather  coixlitinns  in  southern  Ontario  were  favora'do  to  t"ne  codling  moth. 
Sideworm  injury  to  apples  was  prevalent.     In  the  Okanagan  "Valley,  British 
Col-umbin,  the  lesser  apple  worm  caused  much  damage  to  fruit. 

Small  numbers  of  larvae  of  the  European  spruce  sawfly  have  been  taken 
in  Cumberland,  Pictou,  /uitigonish,  and  G-uysboro  Cc-onties,  in  Nova  Scotia,  but 
none  v/ere  found  on  Prince  Edward  Island.

J.  J.  Davis  (OctolDer  lb):     The  population  was  greater  in  193^  than 
for  a  mmlDer  of  years  and  there  is  reason  to  anticipate  further  increase 
in  1937'     III  August  reports  were  received  of  injury  to  tomato  fruits 
and  all  kinds  of  garden  plants,  as  well  as  to  new  alf.'ilfa  and  corn.  Re- 
ports and  otsorvations  in  Septen'bcr  indicate  an  abundance  of  immature 
grasshoppers,  v/hich  are  likely  to  "be  destructive  to  wheat  this  fall. 

Illinois.  W.  P.  Flint  (Octotor  19);  A  few  preliminary  examinations  for  eggs 
show  thorn  to  he  very  nuiiorous,  prohahly  at  least  three  times  as  ahundant 
as  in  the  fall  of  1935- 

Wisconsin.    E.  L.  Chauhers  (Octoher  23):     Follov/ing  heavy  rains  about  the 

last  week  of  A-agust,  adults  of  all  species  Dtocame  very  scarce  everywhor-. 
'The  egg  z^xivoy  revealed  few  eggs  laid  in  most  of  the  areas  where  hoavy 
drmago  ocdirrod  last  simmer. 

T'onnossee.    E.  A.  Bacl:  (Octohor  13):     Hhe  lessor  migratory  loci'st  (MelanoTjlus 
moxicanus  So.uss.)  was  rocoived  today  from  Bristol,  where  it  was  said  to 
"be  invading  a  furnit-arc  store  and  eating  holes  in  the  furniture  covers. 

Iowa.     C.  J.  Drake  (Octobor  21):     The  adult  grasshopper  survey  was  completed 
a  for.'  waeks  ago  and  an  egg  survey  is  now  "being  made.     The  outlook  for 
next  year  is  very  serious. 

Missouri.     L.  Hasoman  (Octooor  21):    During  the  month  egg  laying  has  "been  in 
progress  hut  the  weather  ha.s  "been  •ctnfavora"blc  for  it  and  our  state-v/iae 
survey  indicates  that  over  most  of  the  State  egg  laying  has  "been  con- 
si  derahly  "below  normal.    H.  bivittatus  Say  and  M.  di f f c rent ial i s  Thos. 
are  now  prac:ic;.\lly  all  go.ne,   out  M.  1  jnur-ru'or-gm  ai.d  K..  mexicanus 
continue  to  bo  present  in  limited  numbers  and  the  females  are  still 
carrying  eggs. 

ITorth  Dakota.     F.  Gray  Butcher  (October  27):     Observations  on  grasshopper 

eggs  indicate  a  somov'hat  lighter  infestation  over  the  State  in  general; 
hov/evor,  the  vjestorn  part  of  the  State  and  some  southern  counties  have 
menacing  egg  popuDations.     M.  noxicanu^  is  the  predominant  species  and 
M,  femur- rub  rum.  M.  rackardii  Sc^idd.  M.  bivittatus.  and  Camnula  pelluci- 
da  Scudd.  are  represented  by  smaller  n-arnbcrs. 

Kansas.    K.  R.  Bryson  (October  5):    Notwithstanding  the  increased  population 
of  gro.sshoppers  during  the  past  iiummcr,  very  few  reports  of  injury  to 
fall-Eo\\'n  wheat  hove  been  received. 

Nebraska.     M-  H.  Swcnk  (October  15):     Grasshoppers  were  troublesome  about 
yo-ang  alfalfa  and  early  wheat  fields  from  September  30  to  October  I5, 
but  cspocially  so  up  to  Sopterabor  30. 

Oklahoma.     G.  F.  Stiles  (October  21):     The  long  v/inged  grasshopper  (Dissostei: 
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lon;?lpennis  Thos.)  is  seriously  damaging  the  earl.v  somi  wheat  just 
coming  up  in  Texas  and  ComnnchG  Co'onties.     Approximately  180  tons  of 
poison  "bait  has  'bocn  distrilDutod  this  month  in  those  two  counties  with 
fair  results,  as  the  hoppers' continue  to  come  in  from  the  dry  pastures 
and  the  young  v^hoat  is  the  most  attractive  food  at  this  time.  There 
has  "been  practically  no  damage  from  other  species  so  numerous  early  in 
the  season. 

F.  A.  Fenton  (October  22):     The  differential  grasr,hopper  (M. 
di f f c r on t ial i s )  is  now  laying  eggs.     This  species  still  continues  to 
he  active  in  Payne,  Pa^moe,  and  neighboring  counties.     Some  damage  is 
"being  done  to  young  wheat.     In  the  southwestern  part  of  the  State  sur- 
veys indicate  comparatively  little  egg  deposition. 

FALL  AELOTOEl-'I  (Laphygraa  f ru,.-:ipcrda  S.  &  A.) 

"Virginia.    H.  G.  Walker  (October  26):    The  fall  arn:r;/orra  has  continued  to  "be 
destructive  to  spinach  and  rye  at  Norfolk. 

South  Carolina.     C.  F.  Rainwater  ( Soptcmher) :    Numerous  complaints  were  re- 
ceived at  the  Pee  Dee  Experiment  Station  at  Florence  of  damage  to  soy- 
beans by  L.  f rugiporda  o.nd  Ant i cars ia  gem.-natilis  Hon.     The  fall  army.vorm 
is  the  more  abundant.     This  is  the  third  successive  year  these  complaint 
have  bocn  received. 

Ohio.     T.  H.  Parks  (October  2h);     Considerable  damage  was  being  done  late  in 
October  by  larvae  feeding  on  sweet  corn  in  the  University  gardtjns  at 
Columbus. 

J.  S.  Houser  (September  ^O) ;     Several  damaged  stalks  of  late  corn  sent 
in  from  New  Philadelphia.    Numerous  larvae,  ranging  in  length  from  ^ 
inch  to  1-^  inches,  were  present. 

Missouri.  L.  Haseman  (October  21):  Althc-agh  in  central  Missouri  I  have  seen 
very  little  of  this  pest  on  alfalfa  and  other  crops,  we  have  had  several 
complaints  from,  the  southern  part  of  the  State. 

Mississippi.     C.  Lyle  (October  2k):     Serious  injury  to  gladioli  by  the  fall 
army.vorm.  was  reported  on  September  25  from  Jackson. 

CLOUDLESS  SULPHUR  (Catopsilia  eubule  L.) 

Florida.     G.  E.  Morrill  (October  23):    During  the  week  beginning  Labor  Day 
there  was  a  considerable  southward  flight  of  cloudless  sulphur  on  Lake 
Santa  Fo,  near  Waldo.

F.  Sherman  and  associates  (October):    Noticeable  riddling  of 
tops  in  late  corn  by  corn  ear  worm,  yet  not  as  bad  as  might  have  been 
expected  with  the  crop  so  late. 

Indiana.     E.  V.  Walter  (October  20):    All  stages  of  corn  ear  worm  now  present 
at  Lafayette.     They  are  mainly  in  late  corn,  which  averages  SO  percent 
or  more  of  the  ears  infested.

Kentucky.  V.  A.  Price  (October  2h) :  Corn  ear  worms  ruined  much  of  the  late 
corn.  Many  fields  where  the  plants  came  into  tassel  late  in  September 
and  early  in  October  were  completely  ruined. 

Iowa.     C.  J.  Lrake  (October  21):     The  corn  ear  worm  has  been  unusually  abim- 
dant  this  fall.     In  some  fields  it  is  almost  impossible  to  find  unin- 
fested  ears.     The  infestation  is  general  over  the  State. 

Missouri.     L.  Haseman  (October  21):     With  practically  no  acreage  of  corn  es- 
caping   the  summer  drought  and  v/ith  very  little  late  sweet  corn,  the 
corn  oar  worm  has  again  attracted  attention  on  alfalfa,  similar  to  the 
injury  in  193^«    Again  the  green  variety  of  larva  has  been  especially 
prominent.

J.  M.  Robinson  (October  28):     This  insect  is  generally  dii;tributed 
over  the  State  and  is  causing  concorn,  sinco  the  newly  introduced 
legume,  crotaL?.ria,  has  proved  a  most  suitable  food  plant.    At  the  sub- 
station on  Sand  Mo'-ontain  larvre  defoliated  a  whole  planting  of  the 
legume.     Larvae  feed  on  mo.ypop.  (pass  if  lorn  incarmxta)  early  in  the 
season  c'^nd  later  attack  the  foliage  of  crctalaria.
